“No, never thought I would 
be a teacher. But I think it was 
my calling because growing up I 
didn’t like school. I loved work- 
ing with kids, so the people 
close to me suggested that I be- 
come a teacher. I began tutoring 
students and it was a natural fit.”

Drama Teacher Julie Garner 
Deserves “Standing Ovation”

Teachers oftentimes 
do not get the recogni- 
tion that they deserve. 
Julie Garner, the drama 
teacher at Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School, 
is one who deserves a | 
standing ovation. | 

In her fifth year of 
teaching, Garner super- 
vises up to six classes a day and 
deals with every grade and skill 
level. “I have kids in science 
and technology and also in the 
special education classes,” she 
explains. Teaching drama is a 
huge part of her life and she thor- 
oughly enjoys every minute of it. 

Garner did not always want to 
become a drama teacher. “In 
high school, I wanted to go into 
international business,” she smiles, 
“then I went into college unde- 
cided.” She began to teach im- 
provisation classes at high school 
festivals and at college work- 
shops. “It was something I really 
enjoyed.” She was teaching and 
learning things that she could not 
have found in any other course. 

Not only does Garner teach 
every day, five days a week, she 
also is the director and producer 
of the fall and spring productions 
and the winter musical at 
Roosevelt; the sponsor and over- 
seer of all student productions 





and coach of the 
ALONIZ group — stu- 
dents who put on four 
improv shows a year. 
For her classes, she also 
coordinates two field 
trips per year. 

On top of all of that, 
she has her own per- 
sonal life outside of 
school in which she participates 
in local performances. “I do 
mostly improv and corporate en- 
tertainment productions,” she 
says. “It’s very difficult when I’ve 
already committed to my stu- 
dents, to try to commit to some- 
thing else.” 

Roosevelt students enjoy hav- 
ing Garner as a teacher. “She re- 
ally makes you feel good about 
yourself,” says junior Ariel Van 
Alstyne. 

She has had students go to 
college and study theater or mu- 
sical theater and she loves it 
when they pursue their own tal- 
ents. “I may have inspired the 
passion to become a performer 
but it takes dedication and disci- 
pline to be successful,” she states 
modestly. Garner does much for 
the entire school and dedicates a 
large part of her life to each and 
every one of her students and 
performers. “I love my students, 
they are the best part of my job.’ 
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Prince George’s County Couacimenber Douglas Peters addressed those gathered to celebrate

ACE Report on Renovation Delay 
At Middle School Spurs Council 


The status of the proposed 
renovation project for Greenbelt 
Middle School came before the 
Greenbelt City Council at its 
meeting on November 8 in a writ- 
ten report from the city’s Advisory 
Committee on Education (ACE). 
The report cites the “dire need” of 
the school for renovation as well 
as expansion and notes that funds 
for this project appeared in the 
school board’s Capital Improve- 
ment Program (CIP) in 1988. 

However, according to recent 
information obtained by ACE 
from the board’s website, the reno- 
vation will be delayed until Au- 
gust 2009 and is now projected 
to cost $26.7 million. Of particu- 
lar concern to ACE 1s the fact 
that information on the school 
board’s website could be inter- 
preted as saying that the city it- 
self approves the delay. The city 
supports the renovation plan, but 
not the delay. 

The ACE report recommends 
that council send a letter to the 
CEO of the county schools with 
copies to all members of the 
board of education and to Prince 
George’s County Council-member 
Douglas Peters to protest the con- 
tinued delay in renovation of the 
school. ACE also recommends 
that another letter be sent to the 
chair of the CIP committee, Jose 
Morales, asking him to meet with 
the council to explain the delays 
and to clarify the language on the 
website. 

ACE further requests that 
council ask Morales to inform the 
city of future changes in the CIP 
which affect Greenbelt schools. 

During discussion of the ACE 
report, council also raised con- 
cerns about what had become of 
over one million dollars for reno- 
vation projects that was approved 
last year by the county council 
through efforts by Peters. Several 
councilmembers wondered if 
these funds were still available or 
if they had been used for plan- 
ning. They requested that staff

follow up on the status of these 
funds. 

Council agreed unanimously 
to follow the recommendations of 
the ACE report to send the sug- 
gested letters and arrange for a 
stakeholders’ meeting in early 
2005. 

Springhill Lake 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts requested adding to the 
evening’s agenda an item on the 
status of the redevelopment of 
Springhill Lake. He was con- 
cerned that AIMCO, the develop- 
ers, were moving forward with 
county approval on the project 
based on a charette held in 
Beltsville during which comments 
were limited to invited guests, 
with no public input. He asked 
that a letter be sent to AIMCO re- 
minding them they need input 
from the city and its citizens be- 
fore proceeding with a plan. 

Michael McLaughlin, city man- 
ager told council he had asked 
AIMCO to brief council in Decem- 
ber but had not yet heard back 
from the person contacted. It is 
his belief, he said, that AIMCO is 
looking at what is possible for 
them within the county zoning 
codes, not seeking approval for a 
firm plan. 

Mayor Judith Davis com- 
mented that AIMCO was still find- 
ing its way through the require- 
ments of the county for a mixed- 
use project and the school 
board’s regulations. She thought 
it was premature for a charette in 
Greenbelt at this time. 

Councilmember Konrad Herling 
suggested that AIMCO be re- 


minded of its promise to hold a 
full-fledged charette in Greenbelt 
on the project. At the sugges- 
tion of Councilmember Edward 
Putens, council agreed to send 
AIMCO a letter expressing its 
concerns. 
Transportation Projects 

City staff had attended a pre- 
sentation on the state’s draft Con- 
solidated Transportation Program 
(CTP) for fiscal years 2005-2010 
for Prince George’s County. 
Projects identified by staff as be- 
ing of interest to the city include 
the Intercounty Connector, exten- 
sion of Md. 201 (Kenilworth Av- 
enue), a full Beltway interchange 
at the Metro station, improve- 
ments to U.S. 1, the University of 
Maryland Connector Road, 
Greenbelt Road sidewalk improve- 
ments and the Bi-County Transit 
Study (Purple Line). Council dis- 
cussed a proposed letter to the 
secretary of the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Transportation stating the 
city’s position on several of these 
projects. 

In essence, the city’s position 
has not changed since last year 
when it opposed the Intercounty 
Connector, the full Beltway inter- 
change at the Greenbelt Metro 
Station and the extension of 
Route 201. Councilmember Leta 
Mach suggested that, in lieu of 
the Route 201 project, the city 
request improvements to relieve 
traffic congestion on U.S. 1, espe- 
cially at the Rhode Island Av- 
enue intersection. She thought 
that the letter also should include

Shelter at Water 
Tower to Be Built 


Following storm damage in 
November 2003 that blew over a 
tree onto a radio equipment 
building at the base of the water 
tower at the top of Lastner Lane, 
the Washington Suburban Sani- 
tary Commission has announced 
plans to construct a new build- 
ing. The replacement structure 
will occupy the space along the 
inside of the fence along Ridge 
Road. It will not interfere with 
service access around the tank. 

Prior to the beginning of con- 
struction, according to a memo 
from engineer James R. Krause, a 
30-foot temporary fence along 
Ridge Road will close off the 
area. A new foundation will be 
poured this fall as weather per- 
mits. In spring 2005 a pre-fabri- 
cated shelter, 11' by 18', will be 
installed. The structure will have 
a light brown washed stone finish. 

After the building is installed, 
the existing antenna cables from 
the damaged structure will be 
transferred, passing underground 
from the tank to the shelter. The 
old shelter will then be demol- 
ished.

Tripping up the Coast 


In “Sideways,” opening at Old 
Greenbelt Theatre Nov. 24, 
(Thanksgiving eve), a disparate pair 
of bachelor pals drive up the Cali- 
fornia coast for a sun-filled, laid- 
back week ere sometime actor Jack 
(a buff Thomas Haden Church) gets 
married. Would-be novelist Miles (a 
shlumpy Paul Giamatti), an 
oenophile extra-ordinaire, wants to 
pursue wine-tasting and a little golf 
but Jack’s primal urges quickly 
throw this comedy into high gear. It 
moves with singular alacrity as the 
pair hook up with two very different 
but equally determined women (the 
salutory Virginia Madsen and 
Sandra Oh). In the end “Sideways” 
taps into several levels of irony and 





develops rewarding depths of feel- 
ing. Director Alexander Payne and 
co-writer Jim Taylor (who worked 
together in the lesser “About 
Schmidt’) have brought off a win- 
ner in 124 minutes, dotted though it 
may be in the modern mode with 
obscenity, a couple of sexual 
scenes, nudity literally on the run 
and an unidentified few moments of 
pot smoking — though these be 
non-gratuitous. 

Note: Running through Tues- 
day is the no less worthy “The 
Motorcycle Diaries,” wherein two 
Argentine friends struggle up 
rough roads in South America in 
1952.

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NASA Mission Unveils Mystery

After being post- 
poned one month 
by the hurricanes 
that hit Florida last 
September, NASA 
mission Swift was 
readied for launch 
from Cape Canaveral. On No- 
vember 17 Swift became the most 
powerful scientific satellite orbit- 
ing Earth to study gamma ray 
bursts. Swift was built by an in- 
ternational collaboration led by 
NASA Goddard Space Flight Cen- 
ter and formed by institutions 
from the U.S., U.K. and Italy. 

What are gamma ray bursts? 
In a few words, they are brief but 
intense flashes of gamma radia- 
tion that occur in outer space 
about once per day. Why are sci- 
entists interested in them? One 
reason is that during a 10 second 
burst, just one of these events re- 
leases as much energy as the sun 
releases in 10 billion years. 

One of the many puzzles to be 
unraveled about one of astro- 
nomy’s most intriguing mysteries 
is where gamma ray bursts occur. 
While some theories say they 
originate hundreds of millions to 
billions of light years from Earth 
(remember that one light-year is 
equivalent to 5.8 trillion miles), 
others suggest they may be pro- 
duced much closer to home. 

So far scientists do not know 
what causes them. Do they signal 
the birth of a black hole in a 
massive stellar explosion? Are 
they the product of the collision 
of two neutron stars? Or does 
some other exotic phenomenon 
cause these bursts? Probably one 
of the few things certainly known 
is that their distribution in the 
sky is isotropic: they do not ap- 
pear to come from any particular 
place in the universe. 

This spectacular phenomenon 
was discovered by chance by a 
secret spacecraft launched in 
1963, which had been designed 
to measure gamma rays in the

Space around the 
Earth. At that time 
the U.S. government 
was concerned that 
Russians might try 
secret nuclear tests in 
space against the test 
ban treaties signed in the late 
1950s. Fortunately that mission 
did not detect any nuclear explo- 
sion. Instead experiments on board 
detected events of gamma ray 
bursts coming from outer space. 

The first idea was that they 
came from advanced extraterres- 
trial civilizations, a hypothesis 
that was quickly abandoned. The 
amazing discovery of 16 events 
that occurred between 1969 and 
1972 was published in 1973 in a 
Nature magazine article by Ray 
Klebesadel, Ian Strong and Roy 
Olson of Los Alamos National 
Laboratory. 

Since 1963, about 6,000 
gamma ray bursts have been re- 
ported. Most of them (over 
2,/00) were detected by BATSE, 
an experiment onboard NASA 
mission Compton Gamma Ray 
Observatory that collected data 
between 1991 and 2000. Now 
Swift, built with more sophisti- 
cated technology, is expected to 
report about 200 gamma ray burst 
events during its expected lifetime 
of two years. Its three instruments 
will give scientists the ability to 
scrutinize gamma-ray bursts as 
never before. 

Swift will provide amazing 
discoveries about one of the most 
fascinating mysteries of the sci- 
ence. Gamma ray burst search, a 
passion for many Green-belters, is 
entering an exciting new stage.

What I knew of 
Andy is that by the time we 
reached junior high school, he 
was already taking care of ani- 
mals and recommending home 
remedies for various animal mala- 
dies and injuries. I was glad to 
see that he realized his dream of 
becoming a veterinarian. 

I also knew that Andy was a 
nice guy. He always seemed 
happy and wore a smile as if he 
put it on to go out for the day. 
He liked to joke and he was 
funny! This trait was verified by 
two other Greenbelt boys from 
whom I summoned additional in- 
sight, Leigh Dorsey and Richard 
Patterson. Leigh remembers that 
Andy would sometimes carry a 
sack of rocks to school to show 
the smallest indentations of fos- 
sils. Andy could well have been 
a paleontologist if he’d chosen 
that career. Leigh remembered 
Andy’s great sense of humor and 
Richard remarked that Andy was 
probably the smartest person he 
knew as a teenager.

But it was 
so sturdy and tight that several of 
us could have lived in it. Rich- 
ard recalls that one evening it 
was getting cold (probably in 
November) and they needed some 
paper to start a fire. Andy began 
to use some of the papers from 
his trigonometry book, remarking 
that he knew the material in the 
book anyway. Richard and I 
agreed Andy probably could have 
taught the class even then. Andy 
also designed a swing some 30 
feet high next to the cabin. You 
climbed up the tree that anchored 
one end of the swing and swung 
to a platform some 10 yards or so 
away. We played hard in those 
days! Andy decided to build a 
better, closer platform, so he engi- 
neered the making and anchoring 
of supports for it in place of a 
tree. And they say the pyramids 
are amazing! 

Andy left us much too soon, 
both by moving out of the area 
and then with his untimely death. 
He made an impact. I remember 
his blond hair falling down in his 
face when he laughed at some 
joke he probably had just told. I 
hope I have done him justice here. 
I don’t write to embarrass anyone, 
especially our departed friends. 

Each loss is personal because 
of our shared childhood, lived in 
one big house that was the town. 
Andy represented the best in all 
of us in many ways. He will be 
missed but he left us great memo- 
ries.

Roosevelt History Teacher 
Shapes Student Minds

Marcus Lindo, a so- 
cial studies teacher at 
Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School, has been shap- 
ing and molding young 
minds for almost 20 
years. He began his 
teaching career in 1986 Im 
at a private religious \} 
school in Washington, 
D.C. In 1988 he began his pub- 
lic school instruction at the Mar- 
tin Luther King Academic Center 
in Beltsville, where he remained 
until relocating to Roosevelt in 
1992. 

Lindo attended Atlantic 
Union College where he received 
a dual bachelor’s degree in his- 
tory and religion. From there he 
went on to Howard University, 
receiving a master’s degree there 
and then to Harvard University, 
Where he received another 
master’s degree, in ethics. 

But what most shaped his 
personal experience — and ulti- 
mately, his current career path — 
was the inspiration he drew from 
his own high school teachers, 
particularly his history teacher, 
Mr. Butler, who made the class 
fun and informative. “I never 
got the same degree of satisfac- 
tion from other jobs that I got 
from teaching,” Lindo explains. 
“T like helping young people de- 
velop and grow in a holistic 
way. In addition, he is in- 
trigued by the thought-provoking 
questions students often raise in 
class and motivated by a desire 
to “encourage young people to 
think more broadly.”

the city’s opposition to the Uni- 
versity of Maryland Connector 
Road. 

Council agreed to continue 
support for the Bi-county 
Transitway Study in that it ad- 
heres to Smart Growth principles 
and could promote economic de- 
velopment in nearby communi- 
ties. The city supports light rail 
along this route, which had once 
been considered for a Maglev 
system or a new (Purple) line of 
the Metro rail system. 

Street improvements to Green- 
belt Road are not included in the 
draft CTP for this year. This 
project was to have been part of 
the Neighborhood Conservation 
Program, which has been replaced 
by a Community, Safety and En- 
hancements program. None of the 
limited number of projects listed 
under this program for the coming 
years will have an impact on 
Greenbelt, according to information 
provided by city planning staff. 

Roberts asked to include a 
suggestion to extend the Metro 
Rail Green Line to Laurel, but 
Davis explained that this idea is 
being considered by the Council 
of Governments and should prob- 
ably not be addressed in the let- 
ter under consideration. 

Local Roads 

Some parts of the city that 
were previously eligible for Com- 
munity Development Block 
Grants no longer qualify because 
the county has increased the per- 
centages of low- and moderate-in- 
come housing required for eligi- 
bility, Assistant City Manager 
David Moran told council. The 
change means that only the 
Springhill Lake area of Greenbelt 
now qualifies for these funds.

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Projects funded under this pro- 
gram in other parts of the city in 
the past now need to be re-pro- 
grammed to projects in Springhill 
Lake. 

The need for several road 1m- 
provements in the Springhill Lake 
neighborhood were discussed. 
There was some concern that road 
improvements done prior to rede- 
velopment in the area would be 
damaged during the reconstruc- 
tion project but Moran urged 
council not to delay needed main- 
tenance. He said that people 
have to use the roads in the mean- 
time and redevelopment could be 
a number of years away. 

Although no specific projects 
were designated, council unani- 
mously agreed to direct staff to 
apply for up to $100,000 for 
street reconstruction. 

Fire Department Lease 

The fire department lease ex- 
pired on November | and Jay 
Remenick, president of the 
Greenbelt Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment and Rescue Squad, appeared 
before council to request renewal 
for another two years. One 
change in the lease was re- 
quested: the department would 
like to change language that per- 
mits three daytime bingos per 
week. Instead, Remenick asked 
that they be allowed to hold two 
daytime bingos each week and 
add an evening bingo. The new 
bingo is proposed to be on Thurs- 
days from 7 to 9:30 p.m. The 
Wednesday daytime bingo was 
discontinued already due to low 
attendance. 

Council agreed to authorize 
the city manager to sign a new 
lease with the requested change. 
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She said teaching is a very 
rewarding profession and the best 
thing about being a teacher is 
“seeing the light bulb go off 
when a student gets what I’m 
teaching . . . when a student is 
excited about the subject.” 

Naccaratto said the students 
might describe her as strict but 
for her there is never a dull mo- 
ment in the classroom. 

“I do yoga to help myself 
stay calm because the students 
keep me on my toes. There is 
something new everyday so I 
never have the chance to get 
bored. I look forward to coming 
here everyday.” 

In order to keep her students 
excited about learning, she does 
creative lesson plans. 

Last year, a puppeteer com- 
pany from Baltimore visited her 
class as a reading and language 
arts lesson and “the students 
wrote a script, developed charac- 
ters and scenes, then they per- 
formed for the kindergarten and 
first-grade classes, parents and 
administration,” Naccaratto said. 

This opportunity was possible 
because Marla Castillo, a former 
fourth-grade teacher, wrote a 
grant proposal and got the 
money for the program. 

Even though teachers make a 
positive impact on their students, 
Naccaratto said she learns a lot 
from her students. 

“T appreciate the kids and the 
way they see the world and what 
they bring. I feel honored to see 
the changes in them year to 
year.”

was a physical educator so I got 
exposure and learned how much 
fun it could be. With special 
education, I knew I would love it 
and get to do many things,” she 
said. 

Spicer teaches sixth grade and 
her class consists of eight spe- 
cial education students, ages 11 
and 12. 

She said the best thing about 
teaching is “working with the 
children” and there are many ad- 
vantages to having a small class 
size because “it is easier to 
know the children and their fami- 
lies.” 

In addition to being able to 
build strong relationships with 
her students and their families, 
the small class size allows each 
student to get personal attention. 

“The program is individual- 
ized. The students work in 
groups but within the group each 
child has his or her own objec- 
tive to do.” 

Her students study general 
education objectives such as 
writing and counting but they 
also learn other important lessons 
like tying their shoes. 

Spicer’s special education 
program is classified as Commu- 
nity Reference Instruction (CRI) 
and it includes four lesson plans: 
vocational, recreational, commu- 
nity trips and personal manage- 
ment. 

“In vocational, the students 
learn how to work together in 
teams. Some activities include 
assembly lines where each stu- 
dent has his or her own role. 
For recreational, the students 
learn how to play games and for 
personal management, the stu- 
dents learn to read recipes and to 
do small domestic chores.” 

The community trips are very 
beneficial to the students. 

“Every week a bus takes us 
to locations in the community. 
We go to the Greenbelt Public 
Library to check out books or 
we go to a grocery store and 
learn about money. These trips 
are good because they give the 
students the opportunity to use 
the information they learn in 
class,” said Spicer.

“The book contains pictures 
and when she wants to commu- 
nicate to me, she points to the 
picture in her book. As she 
learns about new things, I add 
pictures to her book using com- 
puter software,” said Spicer.

Luckily the peep- 
hole in the door gave the tenant 
a wide view of the hallway. She 
saw a young black man about 24 
years old, dressed in black from 
head to toe and could see no 
evidence of a pizza either in his 
arms or on the hall floor. When 
she informed the supposed deliv- 
ery person that no one had or- 
dered anything, he muttered an 
expletive and left. Looking 
through her front window she 
saw him get into an older com- 
pact car, possibly gray in color, 
and drive away. 

She had remembered reading 
about a crime in the News Re- 
view that was committed by a 
man dressed all in black and be- 
came very suspicious. The 
woman called several pizza res- 
taurants in the area (Domino’s, 
Papa John’s and Generous Joe’s) 
and was told that none of them 
had such a delivery person. She 
then called the Greenbelt police 
but they were unable to locate 
the man or car. According to 
MPO George Mathews a log en- 
try was made of the incident and 
a lookout was broadcast to the 
entire patrol with descriptions of 
the man and the vehicle.

the subject. After studying for a 
few weeks, he knows it’s a lot of 
work. He understands that police 
officers protect people and we 
must follow what they say. When 
we got here today, he told me 
‘Mommy, don’t worry, they won’t 
arrest you.’”’ 

The students’ excitement level 
rose when they toured the jail 
cells. Criminals would most 
likely say that being locked up 
is not a pleasant experience, but 
on this day, cell No. 5 was full 
of laughter as all 18 youths filed 
into the tiny cell. 

This part of the tour was cut 
short because officers returned to 
the station with three prisoners. 
Mathews explained to the stu- 
dents that “bad guys” were 
caught so they had to leave this 
part of the station to let the of- 
ficers do their job.

Greenbelt Dietitians Offer Wide 


Range of Nutrition Counseling 


“Diets are not the answer,” 
declares the Changing Weighs 
Clinical Nutrition Services 
website. The way to lose (or 
gain) weight, as described by 
Registered Dietitian Rebecca 
Bitzer, 1s no surprise — balance 
food intake with activity level, 
be mindful of what one eats, eat 
a variety of foods in moderation 
and avoid fad diets with unreal- 
istic rules and restrictions. 

But applying that answer is 
not always as easy as it sounds. 
For 17 years this Greenbelt busi- 
ness has been providing informa- 
tion, support and coaching to 
help its clients improve their 
health. 

The practice was founded by 
Rebecca Bitzer, who grew up in 
New Carrollton and in 1986 
earned a master’s degree in food 
and nutrition from the University 
of Maryland. Initially she 
worked as a traveling dietitian in 
various doctor’s offices in 
Greenbelt, then rented space in a 
doctor’s office before opening her 
own office in 1997 on Hanover 
Parkway. Her practice now in- 
cludes four other registered dieti- 
tians. 

She and her colleagues offer 
nutrition consultations for a 
wide variety of needs, from those 
who simply (a very misleading 
adverb) want to lose or gain 
weight to those dealing with 
specific health problems such as 
diabetes, high cholesterol, food 
allergies, high blood pressure or 
eating disorders. 

Changing eating habits can 
be very difficult, Bitzer says, 
noting that eating is pleasurable 
and often serves as a coping 
mechanism. Those striving to 
change to a healthier pattern of 
eating may also face resistance or 
sabotage from friends and family 
members who are used to the 
way things were. 

Bitzer and her associates take 
a long-term approach, focusing 
more on helping clients to un- 
derstand rather than to change 
their eating and exercise habits. 
For example, they might help 
clients to brainstorm alternatives 
and see that there is a middle 
ground between how the client 
is currently eating and perfec- 
tion. While their approach is tai- 
lored to each client, some things 
are constant — an emphasis on

examining current patterns of 
eating and exercise and working 
toward realistic changes agree- 
able to the client. 

New clients start with an ini- 
tial session focused on examin- 
ing the client’s current habits, 
lifestyle and goals. The result of 
that consultation could be a meal 
plan if the client wants some 
structure in eating. Or it could 
be a set of goals and tips for im- 
proving the quality of the 
client’s eating and for increasing 
physical activity. Usually more 
than one visit will be required as 
client and nutritionist work to- 
gether to meet these goals. 

A wide variety of eating styles 
can be accommodated — from 
low fat to low carb, from meat 
lover to vegetarian to vegan. 
One of the dietitians, Kathy 
Kendall, has even developed a 
healthy eating program for 
people who do not like to cook. 
When the dietitians work with 
children, the parents also need to 
be involved to support the 
needed changes. 

Specialties 

Each of the dietitians has 
completed at least a four-year 
college education, internship, 
exam and continuing education. 
All are experts in weight loss 
and managing diabetes. Each 
dietitian has additional training 
and expertise in specific areas of 
nutrition and special talents. 

Bitzer specializes in eating 
disorders, Shelley Alspaugh works 
with clients before and after gas- 
tric bypass surgery, Tracey 
Stamates specializes in sports nu- 
trition and Connie Badillo helps

women with the nutritional chal- 
lenges of pregnancy, from healthy 
eating for two to complications 
such as gestational diabetes or 
high blood pressure. Alspaugh 
can also provide nutritional coun- 
seling in Spanish or Italian. 

Although most recent press 
attention has been turned to 
problems of the overweight and 
obese, anorexia nervosa is also a 
concern. Bitzer says this disor- 
der is particularly common 
among high school girls, espe- 
cially athletes. In working with 
these clients, she says, it 1s im- 
portant to establish small, realis- 
tic and obtainable goals and to 
promote a lifetime adherence to 
healthier eating. 

Whether the goal is to gain 
or to lose weight, Bitzer says the 
most important things her suc- 
cessful clients do are to keep a 
food diary and to maintain a 
physically active lifestyle. In ad- 
dition to one-on-one counseling, 
Changing Weighs provides other 
services to help its clients suc- 
ceed, such as support groups, 
group walks and workshops. 

Support groups meet to dis- 
cuss any issues or challenges the 
client may be facing. Walking 
groups provide a fun way to 
achieve fitness goals. In Decem- 
ber, a workshop will focus on 
“Survival Skills During the Holi- 
days.” 

The dietitians can also pro- 
vide grocery store tours, blood 
glucose meters, a three-day com- 
puterized nutrient analysis pro- 
gram and determination of the 
client’s resting metabolic rate.

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New Owner Brings "Color" 
To Greenbelt Video Store

The Greenbelt Video Store is 
in the midst of a makeover — and 
new owner Jon Clark is excited 
about the changes but he’s also 
committed to maintaining the tra- 
ditions of the 15-year-old 
Greenbelt business. 

That’s not surprising, consider- 
ing that Clark bought the busi- 
ness from his parents, Kate Terrell 
and Alan Huff, when they decided 
to retire. 

“They bought it three years 
ago from the former owners, who 
were film enthusiasts, in part to 
make sure Greenbelt continued to 
have a great video store,” he said. 
“That’s a tradition and responsi- 
bility that I want to maintain.” 

Videos, he says, “are all about 
storytelling. That’s why I love 
this business. We entertain 
people.” 

The store closed for three 
weeks during the transition and 
for two of those weeks Clark was 
“negotiating for the sale of the 
business,” he recalls with a laugh. 
“Anyone who thinks I got an 
easy ride by buying from my par- 
ents has never met my mother! 
She’s a fierce negotiator.” 

The store is in the process of 
a phased-in renovation. First, the 
plastic shelving has been re- 
moved and replaced with deeper 
wooden shelves that can display 
more videos. 

Artist Kelly Rilla and carpen- 
ter Eldridge Brown are helping 
Clark develop and implement a 
festive and colorful design con- 
cept for the store. “It’s a board- 
walk theme. Think Coney Island 
and Ocean City,’ he said, which, 
not coincidentally, are two of his 
favorite spots. 

Other planned changes include 
a section of staff video favorites 
and a new computerized system 
to track which movies rent most 
often and in what genres. Mov- 
ies that are popular will be dis- 
counted after a period. And if a 
video doesn’t rent 10 times in six 
months, it will be further dis- 
counted and eventually could be 
sold if its rentals stay low, includ- 
ing film classics, Clark warns. 
One special section will be called 
“Greenbelt’s Videos” and will 
hold the footage created by 
Greenbelt Access TV, which will 
be available for rent.

opening, Clark has launched a 
charity raffle drive of the popular 
“Halo 2” video game to raise 
money for “Warm Nights,” a pro- 
gram operated by a network of 
churches that provides shelter for 
homeless men during the winter 
months. Only 200 tickets will be 
sold. Another initiative is the 
FDR — Frequent Deal on Rentals 
— program, which offers a mem- 
bership upgrade with incentives. 
As part of Roosevelt Center, 
Clark wants to forge ties with 
other businesses and he is work- 
ing with the New Deal Café on a 
“Food and Film” promotion in 
which customers at either loca- 
tion, by purchasing food or vid- 
eos, could earn discounts at the 
other location by presenting a re- 
ceipt. “I’d like to help create a 
synergy among businesses here.” 
Having lived in Greenbelt since 
he was 14, Clark loves the store’s 
location. “Greenbelt is fantastic 
and the town center has every- 
thing we need,” he said. With 
Chenoa Jones, the general manager 
and a staff of seven, the video 
store will now offer expanded 
hours — from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m., 
Monday through Saturday and 
from noon to 9 p.m. on Sunday.
